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This Pollipus, deſirous to try his force againſt the Black Knight, 
ſoon mounted himſelf, being a moſt goodly proportioned Knighr, 
The Black Knight, being ſtill ready for any encounter, met Pollzpus 
with ſuch force, that both their Staves were ſhivered in pieces, 
the Black Knight not once moving in the Saddle; but Pollipxs with 
. the force of his blow loſt one of his Stirrups. The Black Knight

rate, He behaved himſelf with no leſs Valour than the Prince of 
Sparta, to the great joy of the Lady Iſabella, „„ 
The third day Pollipus was chief Challenger, who had his Tent 
richly pitch'd over againſt the Stage, being of the colour of Blood; 
on the top whereof ſtood a Lion Rampant; his Horſe was garniſned 
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with coſtly Habiliments of beaten Gold, and his Armour after the 


Phrygian manner. Whoſe matchleſs Chivalry that day unhorſed a 


hundred ns he foiled all that encountred with him. 


The fourth day Lord Ofiris of Theſſaly was chief Challenger; 


whoſe Tent was pitched in the manner of a-hollow Tree. from 


whence he iſſued ſo artificially overſpread with Moſs, that he ſeemed 
to be nothing but a lump thereof, running up and down the Field; 
but fo honourably he behaved himſelf, that he was allotted that day's 

The fifth day Prince Lennalus, Son to the King of Perſia, was 
chief Challenger; whoſe Tent. was of the colour of the Sky, his 
Habiliments of the colour of Azure, beſet with Stars of Gold.

Guido for that day did bear away the Prize, having oyerthrown man 
hundred Knights, and was likely to atchieve the greateſt Honour at 


The ſeventh day Guido of Th#ace was conducted to the Liſts in 


great Triumph, having. his Tent pitcht in the full view of all the 


whole Aſſembly, ſhining like Gold, and ſupported by four Elephants ; 
himſelf being moufited upon a coloured Horſe, moſt richly behung 


with Habiliments of: beaten Gold. He behaved himſelf ſo valiantly 


that day, foiling many of the Theſſalian and Perſian Knights, that 


the whole Aſſembly admired his Chivalry. Which Pollipus ſeeing, 


(notwithſtanding his laſt day's Triumph, yet he) armed himſelf, and 
encountred Guido moſt bravely. The firſt Carreer they met, they 


broke their Staves only, and afterwards had ſome five or ſix Conrſes 
more, in which all Ga#ds's skill and force could not once diſadvantage - 


Pollipus. Pollipus being enraged that he' could not unhorſe. Guido,
